DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the BPAI decision dated July 29, 201 1 , the Examiner was reversed. 
Therefore, Claims 5-14 are pending in this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The rejection of Claims 5-1 4 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Honda et al. (JP 10-144333) has been overcome based on the BPAI decision dated 
July 29, 2011. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 5-14 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Honda et al. (JP 10-144333), does not teach or fairly suggest a fuel cell system 
comprising a fuel cell unit, a cooling circuit having a heat exchanger downstream of the 
furl cell unit, an adsorption accumulator operatively thermally connected to the heat 
exchanger, a first line connected to the fuel cell unit for discharging fuel cell waste, and 
a second line connected to the adsorption accumulator for feeding the fuel cell waste 
products to the adsorption accumulator.
